JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 4—Ac- 
countants of the Missouri Public

FORMER SHERIFF PAYS 
CTY $19,043 IN FEE 


George W. Strodtman Sends 
Check for $10,474 in 
Final Settlement. 


George W. Strodtman, former 
Sheriff of St. Louis, today made 
a final report of the collection of 
fees while he was Sheriff and gave 
his check to the City Treasurer for 
$10,474.61, this sum representing 
fees that accrued to him since he 
left office in January, 1926. 


This makes a total of $19,043.25 
in excess of his salary as Sheri‘f 
that Strodtman has turned into the 
City Treasury, a practice that he 
started in contrast to that of for- 
mer Sheriffs, who kept all the fees, 
although the law limited the Sher- 
iff’'s salary to $10,000 a year. 

Caused Change in Law. 

Not until Strodtman became 
Sheriff and made a report to the 
Circuit Judges did it become known 
that his predecessors had for 30 
years kept all the fees of the of- 
fice in excess of the salaries of 
deputies, making the office worth 
$18,000 to $25,000 a year to the 
Sheriff. 

At Strodtmanh’s suggestion the 
Legislature changed the law, which 
now provides a flat salary of $10,- 
000 for the Sheriff, to be paid by 
the City\Treasurer, who also pays 
the deputies and to whom an ac-

FEDERAL JUDGES, 
URGE DISMISSAL 


OF OLD CASES 


Advise District Courts to 
Dismiss Suits if Not 
Ready on 30 Days’ No- 
tice. Nice 

POINT OUT NEED 

OF MORE JUDGES 


Criminal Cases Awaiting 
Trial Decreased 42 Per 
Cent in Four Years, Civil 
Cases Increased. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Further 
clearing of dead cases from Fed- 
eral Court dockets and appoint- 
ment of additional Judges were 
among recommendations adopted 
by the conference of senior Cir- 
cult Judges here last week, the 
findings of which are made public 
by Chief Justice Taft. 

The report declared “that sub- 
stantial progress has been made 
during the past year in reducing 
the delays and congestions of 
business which recently added 
judgeships had been created to 
remove.” 

During the last four years there 
has been a 42 per cent decrease in 
the number of criminal cases 
awaiting trial, it added, but in the 
same period the number of civil 
cases on the docket increased 60 
per cent, while, with respect to pri- 
vate and bankruptcy suits, the 
courts held their own. 

Again urging the Federal Dis- 
trict Judges to dismiss any case 
which might have been brought to 
trial, but in which no action has 
been taken within a year, and in 
which the parties are not ready to 
proceed after receiving 30 days’ 
notice, the conference advised the 
Federal District Judges that they 
should exercise the same contro! 
over criminal as they do over civil 
cases, “and indictments and infor- 
mation should be ordered for trial 
and tried or dismissed for delay, 
substantially as has been recom- 
mended in respect of pending 
causes generally.” 

Lack of Statistics. 

The administration of justice has 
been obstructed because of the ab- 
sence of intelligible statistics show- 
ing the exact condition of the dock- 
ets and the real business of the 
courts, the conference asserted, ex- 
pressing the opinion that as soon 
as the public realized the condi. 
tions that prevail in the Federal 
courts corrective measures could 
be expected. 

A committee, consisting of Cir- 
cuit Judge Hough of the Second, or 
New York circuit, and Circuit 
Judge Denison of the Sixth cir- 
cult, was appointed to devise a 
plan for reports by the district 
Judges which will disclose actual 
court conditions. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals 
were declared to have continued 
their admirable record and to be 
substantially abreast of their dock- 


ets. Nevertheless, the conference # 


found, more judges are needed fo 
that cases can be tried within a 
reasonable time. It renewed its 
recommendation, made last year, 
for the appointment of an addi- 
tional Circuit Judge. 

More Judges 

The conference also recommen4- 
ed authority for appointment of a 


District Judge for Southern Iowa 
to assist Judge Wade, who is dis- 
abled by ill health, and renewed its 
recommendation for three addi- 
tional District Judges for the 
southern district of New York, one 
for the western district of New 
York, and one for Connecticut. 
Creation of three new district 


judgeship was proposed, one ia 


Eastern New York at Brooklyn, 
one in the western district of North 
Carolina, and one in the eastern 


district of Michigan at Detroit. 

A slight increase in the annual 
appropriation for books was rec- 
ommended, but the conference de- 
clined to suggest a uniform body 
of rules governing the review of 
cases in the Circuit Courts of Ap- 
peal from the United States Board 
of Tax Appeals, or to make any 
suggestion that would seem to ex- 
press an opinion as to the scope’ of 
the jurisdiction of Circuit Courts 
of Appeals to review such cases.

“The evils result- 
ing from company union schemus 
may not be as pronounced as the 
older methods of control of work- 
ers by employers, nevertheless the 
results are more deadly. We can- 
not escape the interpenetration of 
paternalism in any important por- 
tion of workers’ lives. The effect 
upon industry itself would be to 
retard progress. 

Employe Ownership. 

“A supplementary method of ~e- 
tarding the legitimate development 
of trades unions is that which 
would have the worker financially 
interested in the concern by which 
she or he may be employed. It is 
intended by this method to create 
the impression among workers that 
there is no necessity for ‘trade 
union organization. Firms with 
company unions favor this plan. 

“It should be understood there 
are instances where employers or 
corporations are sincerely interest- 
ed in having employes participate 
in the profits of their joint enter- 
prise, and where no attempt. is 
made to use the relationship as a 
means of opposing trade unionism 
or collective bargaining. The very 
fact demands that the utmost Ais- 
criminating care be used in form- 
ing Judgment in each instance.” 

Labor Banks. 

The entrance of labor organiza- 
tions into the financial field was 
reviewed, with the statement that 
on June 30 last union-owned banks 
controlled resources to a total of 
$109,618,.000. There weer said to 
be 30 labor banks in operation. 

“There is recognized in these itn- 
stitutions of labor an evergrowing 
interest of labor in all the factors 
concerned in production and in the 
use and control of credit powtr,”’ 
the report continued. “Then, too. 
these institutions tend toward the

We 
doctors have our medical lore, but 
of what use is our sapient advice 
if the patient does not follow it? 
A wife may have less science, but 
she has more authority. She may 
have perused textbooks little 
or not at all, but she has a mighty 
weapon in her nagging. 

UT as nothing is perfect neith- 
L er is the nagging wife perfect. 
compel her husband 
to follow her prescriptions, but at 
the same time her prescriptions 
may be founded on an insufficient 
science. may nag him into 
taking regular doses of a patent 
medicine which is of no thera- 
peutic value.

ONT let him be too much 
[) Presuaices against drafts. A 

gentle draft is a biessing. A 
strong draft causing a strong local 
chill is bad, and may bring about 
a cold. But even here the real 
cause of the cold is found in a 
growth of germs in the nose and 
throat. and this condition is likely 
to be brought about by a general 
lack of fresh air. Army men 
have often noted that as long as 
they are on the march and sleep

outdoors they seldom if ever have 
cold,‘ but develop them as soon 
as they get indoors again. 

The skin must be ventilated too. 
A husband's clothes make a good 
subject for nagging. The loose, 
porous underclothes which have 
recently come into vogue are hy- 
gienic. Most linings and many 
fabrics used in outer clothes are 
so tightly woven as to be imper- 
vious to air. Yet porous fabrics 
are always available, including po- 
rous alpacas for lining. To test 
a fabric it is only necessary to 
place it over the mouth and try 
whether it is possible to blow 
an easy breath through it 

Only the amount of 
necessary for warmth 
wort While wool is highly ab- 
sorbent of moisture it does not 
give, off moisture uickly. If 
worn next to the skin it becomes 
saturated with perspiration, which 
ft long retains. Consequently 
wool is best confined to outer 
garments designed for cold weath- 
er. 

Low shoes or oxfords are pref- 
erable to high shoes as affording 
greater freedom of muscular ac- 
tion and better ventilation. In 
cold weather they should be sup- 
plemented by gaiters, spats or 
rubbers.

be subordinated to the wifely ther- 
apeutic instinct. Your husband is 
likely to have the impression that 
brainwork or expenditure of men- 
tal energy creates a@:special need 
for food. That is wrong. What he 
really needs is exercise to use up 
his food. 

There is an incorrect notion that 
acid fruits necessarily intensify a 
State of stomach acidity.

Repeatedly it became senile and 
was about to die, but was at once 
rejuvenated by a thorough wash- 
ing out

by faulty posture. In a 
habitual slouching posture the 
blood of the abdomen tends to 
Stagmate in the liver and the 
splanchnic circulation and the ab- 
Gominal muscles do not afford 
proper support for the abdominal 
regions. The result is a feeling of 
despondency and mental confusion, 
headache, coldness of the hands 
and feet and chronic fatigue. Many 
persons who have suffered for 
years from these symptoms have 
been cured by a few weeks of cor- 
rect posture, sometimes reinforced 
by an artificial abdominal support 
and by special exercises to 
Strengthen the abdominaf muscles 
Lying face downward with a pil- 
low under the abdomen presses 
the blood out of the congested 
eplanchniec circulation. 

Most wives out of a natural in- 
Stinct nag their husbands on the 
subject of smoking and drinking. 
Any cutting down of the use of to- 
bacco or alcohol promotes health 
and longevity. There is one espe- 
cial point to be noted. The cocktail 
before meals is especially harmful. 
Being taken into an empty stom- 
ach, the alcohol poisons the sys- 
tem more quickly than when 
mixed with food, in which case it 
is partly retained in the food and 
carried into the intestines. 

These few hints for nagging 
wives will do as a preliminary. but 
there is a great deal more which 
a wife can learn in the cultivation 
and development of her nagging
